Sarivij&i-si is the 5tdi largest city in populaV-on 
in worth Korea. Ovttng to its favorable location (situated In the middle 
of the area of Hwanghae-bukto and Hvian^ae-namdo) , this city forms 
the center of traffic and the center of commerce, and is always busy 
with merchants and travelers. The Hwan^ae-bukto government is located^ 
in this city. The police control in Sariv^n-si seems relatively loose 
as compared with other areas, including Haeju-si, and the West Sariwj^n 
People’s Market site and its neighboring areas are always jammed up 
Tpidth all kinds of people, including merchants, travelers, and tou^es. 
The city construction work has been carried out by approxLmatdly 60 
percent, recovering almost all major installations and school buildings. 
To Subject, Sariwji&i~si seemed newly rising.

18) Sarivjj^n-si Branch (Chosy^n Bank), using a total of three (3) buildings, 
including the tvio (2) -story main office building of a cement-tile 
roof structure vd.th dirt walls (plastered vdth lime), one (1) annex 
for ni/^ttime duty personnel of a red-tile roof structure vdth dirt 
vialls (plastered vdth lime), and one (l) storage house, red-tile 
roofed and brick walled.
